To the Superintending School Committee and Citi- 
zens of Monhegan Plantation : 

I am submitting to you my third annual report as 
your state school agent. 


Mr. Llewelyn Oliver returned to take up teaching 
duties this fall. I am happy to report that the usual 
school progress has been achieved. As in the past, our 
fall enrollments have been much in excess of our winter 
and spring enrollments. 


The amounts you raised for repairs and equipment 
were wisely spent to insulate the school ceiling over- 
head and to have storm windows installed in the main 
room. An appreciable difference has been noted in the 
retention cf heat. This should reflect itself in a savings 
as regards to fuel costs. It has also helped to cut down 
drafts near the windows.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised 
Statutes of 1944, and at your request, the records of 
Monhegan Plantation have been audited for the fiscal 
year ended February 6, 1954. 


The examination was made by Auditor P. H. Allen 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing stand 
ards that pertain to municipal accounting. Audit analysis 
was on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year, 
and included all procedures which were considered 
necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained within the 
scope of the examination, the financial transactions of 
the Piantation appear to have been appropriately hand- 
led, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accom- 
panying comments.

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COMMENTS 


Monhegan Plantation 
February 6, 1953 to February 6, 1954 


An audit of the financial records of the Plantation 
of Monhegan has been completed for the municipal 
year ended February 6, 1954. The audit included an 
examination of the records maintained by the various 
plantation officers. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash 
transactions as well as an analysis of available funds 
and expenditures, and the results are incorporated in 
the following text, exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the fiscal affairs of the plantation. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures to the extent of $203.05, 
consisting of unexpended balances. 


The audit also revealed that certain phases of muni- 
cipal operations may be strengthened by favorable con- 
sideration of the following suggestions: 


A general ledger containing all assets, liabil- 
ities and operating accounts should be main- 
tained and posted currently. 


It was noted in several instances that school 
payrolls did not bear the written approval of a 
majority of the school committee. In this respect 
attention is directed to Chapter 37, Section 25, 
of the Revised Statutes of 1944. 
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ASSETS 


The cash balance of $4,321.64 was reconciled with 
a bank statement furnished by the First National Bank 
of Damariscotta, Maine. 


Other assets including accounts receivable, taxes 
and tax acquired property were reviewed and verifica- 
tion undertaken to determine their validity at the year 
end. Unpaid accounts were also reconciled with the 
balances shown on the records of the assessors. 


RESERVE AND SURPLUS 


The examination of the appropriation accounts 
shows a total of $3,547.88, (Exhibit D) representing 
balances in all unexpended accounts carried forward 
to the ensuing year. 


The unappropriated surplus of the plantation a- 
mounted to $788.41, a decrease of $447.57 for the year. 
This decrease was occasioned principally by an adjust- 
ment to the town road account less the excess of avail- 
able funds over expenditures. The adjustment was the 
unexpended balance of the previous year lapsed in 
error. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, which is incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects 'an outstanding note 
of $1,500.00. This is payable in September of 1954, with 
interest at 6%. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of the comparative statement of avail- 
able funds revealed an increase of $1,932.50, as com- 
pared with the preceding year. This net increase was 
occasioned principally by a higher tax levy and from 
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proceeds of note issued less the unexpended balances 
carried forward. 


Expenditures increased by $2,688.45, which was 
reflected in educational and town wharf accounts. 


GENERAL 


From the records of the plantation clerk it was 
ascertained that authority to transfer excise tax monies 
to the wharf account was granted by the townspeople. 
At a special plantation meeting September 25, 1953, it 
was voted to give the assessors authority to hire $1,500. 
for wharf repairs. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Receipts, vouchers and cancelled checks were 
examined for a selected period and major increases or 
decreases noted in revenue and expenditures over pre- 
vious year were explored. Insurance and bond cover- 
ages were listed. Excise tax collections were verified 
by examination of the copies of the receipts retained by 
the collector. School account balances, as shown on the 
assessor’s records, were not reconciled with those of the 
State School Agent. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the plantation. Au- 
dit procedures were followed to the extent deemed 
necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the plantation at February 6, 1954, and the 
result of its operations for the year then ended.

A cash audit of the books and records of the Treasurer 
of the Monhegan Water Company has been completed for 
the fiscal year ended December 31, 1953. 


As no general ledger is maintained, a balance sheet 
showing amounts of any assets, liabilities and surplus is 
not presented. In this respect, it 1s recommended that a 
system of accounting be installed and maintained that will 
comply with the requirements of the Maine Public Utili- 
ties Commission. 


A cashbook being the only financial record kept by 
the Treasurer, this report includes only a statement of 
cash receipts and disbursements which shows a cash _ bal- 
ance of $112.42 at the close of the year. Cash receipts for

Monhegan Plantation 
February 7 ,1954 to February 5, 1955 


An audit of the financial records of Monhegan 
Plantation has been completed for the municipal year 
ended February 5, 1955. The audit included an examina- 
tion of the records maintained by the various plan- 
tation officers. 


The examination consisted of a review of the cash 
transactions as well as an analysis of available funds 
and expenditures and the results are incorporated in 
the following text, exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the fiscal affairs of the plantation. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $170.26, per the fol- 
lowing summary: 


Unexpended Balances $215.30 

Overdrafts 04.04 

Net Unexpended Balances $170.26 
ASSETS 


The cash balance of $4,117.53 was reconciled with 
a bank statement furnished by the First National Bank 
of Damariscotta, Maine. A count of cash was made and 
reconciled with the closing balance. 

Other assets including accounts receivable, taxes 
and tax acquired property were reviewed and verifica- 
tion undertaken, on a test basis, to determine their 
validity at the year end. Unpaid accounts were also 
reconciled with the balances shown on the records of 
the assessors.

RESERVE AND SURPLUS 


The appropriation accounts reflect a net unex- 
pended balance of $3,589.34 (Exhibit D) at the year end, 
this amount representing various account balances car- 
ried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with a 
vote of the townspeople. 


The amount of $4.50 was due the Director of In- 
ternal Revenue for withholding taxes for the first quar- 
ter of 1955. 


The unappropriated surplus of the plantation 
amounted to $959.67, an increase of $170.26 for the year. 
This increase was occasioned principally by the excess 
of available funds over expenditures. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of the comparative statement of avail- 
able funds revealed a decrease of $687.75, as compared 
with the preceding year. This decrease was occasioned 
principally by a lower tax levy and changes in carrying 
balances were also contributing factors. 


Expenditures decreased by $654.96 which for the 
most part was reflected in the wharf and education ac- 
counts. Increases in debt retirement and highway ac- 
counts were also contributing factors. 


GENERAL 


The examination of the records of the plantation 
clerk revealed that authority to transfer excise tax 
monies to the wharf account was granted by a vote 
of the townspeople. The voters also authorized all un- 
expended balances to be carried forward to the ensuing 
year. 
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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of fi- 
nancial concern. Receipts, vouchers and cancelled 
checks were examined for a selected period and major 
increases or decreases noted in revenu were verified 
by examination of the copies of the receipts retained by 
the collector. External verifications were utilized to 
determine the corrections of recorded assets. The school 
accounts were not verified with the school superin- 
tendent’s balances, however, reconciliation with the 
assessors accounts was made. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of 
the municipality were reviewed to determine that re- 
lated financial transactions were properly administered. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the plantation. 
Audit procedures were followed to the extent deemed 
necessary to develop these statements.

An audit of the books and records of the Monhegan 
Water Company has been completed for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1954. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions and the results are incorporated in the following 
text, exhibits and schedules pertaining to the fiscal 
affairs of the water company. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that sales of 
water exceeded operating expenditures by $768.48. Cash 
receipts for the year totaled $2,570.44 and expenditures 
for the same period amounted to $1,801.96. The major 
expenditure items were for fuel, general repairs, puri- 
fication and salaries. 


The reserve for depreciation of fixed assets totaled 
$1,397.38. No depreciation expense had been taken for 
the years 1952 and 1953, since officials of the company 
consider the reserve adequate. However, information 
received from the Public Utilities Commission indicates 
a larger reserve should be considered. This matter 
should be resolved with the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion. 


Scope of Audit 


Records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions.

MONHEGAN PLANTATION 


February 6, 1955 To February 5, 1956 


An audit of the financial records maintained by 
various Officials of Monhegan Plantation has been com- 
pleted for the municipal year ended February 5, 1956. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of available funds and 
expenditures and the results are incorporated in the 
following text, exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
fiscal affairs of the plantation. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $270.01, per the follow- 
ing summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $276.40 

Overdrafts 6.39 

Net Unexpended Balances $270.01 
ASSETS 


The cash balance of $5,055.86 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the First National Bank, Dama- 
riscotta, Maine. A count of cash was made at the date 
of audit and reconciled with the closing balance. 


Other assets included accounts receivable and taxes 
receivable were reviewed and verification undertaken to 
determine their correctness at the year end. Unpaid 
accounts were also reconciled with the assessors’ 
records. 
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RESERVE AND SURPLUS 


The appropriation accounts reflect a net unex- 
pended balance of $4,434.21 (Exhibit D) at the year end, 
which represents various account balances and an over- 
draft carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance 
with a vote of the townspeople. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $1,229.68, 
an increase of $270.01 for the year. This increase was 
occasioned by the excess of available funds over ex- 
penditures. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 

An analysis of the comparative statement of avail- 
able funds revealed a decrease of $158.12 as compared 
with the previous year. This decrease was occasioned 
principally by the changes in departmental carrying 
balances. A higher tax levy was also a contributing 
factor. 


Expenditures for the same period decreased $257.87, 
which for the most part was reflected in the debt re- 
tirement and highway accounts. An increase in educa- 
tional costs and expenditures in connection with provid- 


ing facilities for storing plantation records were also 
factors. 


A method of effectively canceling paid invoices is 
suggested. This may be accomplished either by perfor- 
ation or a rubber stamp device. 


GENERAL 
The examination of the records of the plantation 
clerk revealed that authority was granted to transfer 
excise tax receipts to the wharf account. The voters 
also authorized all unexpended balances to be carried 
forward to the ensuing year. 
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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Receipts, vouchers and canceled 
checks were examined for a selected period and major 
increases or decreases in revenue or expenditures over 
previous years were explored. Bond coverages were ex- 
amined. Excise tax collections were verified with the 
copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of 
the municipality were reviewed to determine that re- 
lated financial transactions had been properly admin- 
istered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the plantation. 
Audit procedures were followed to the extent deemed 
advisable to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying statement of 
financial condition and supporting information present 
fairly the financial position of the plantation at Feb- 
ruary 5, 1956, and the result of its operations for the 
vear then ended.

I am submitting to you my fifth annual report as 
your State School Agent. 


In September, Mr. Llewellyn Oliver returned to take 
up teaching duties. A larger beginner’s group was evi- 
denced when school opened. I am pleased to report that 
progress is being made in all grade areas. 


During the past year more basic reading material 
has been supplied for all grades and a new series of 
social studies books placed in grades four through seven. 
The purchase of a liquid duplicating machine has made 
possible the duplication of materials applicable to all 
grade levels thus providing more amply for seat work 
and enrichment of the school program. This machine 
should also prove of value in aiding community activi- 
ties which need such services. 


The services of your local library have been a great 
help to fostering good reading on the part of the boys 
and girls. I trust more volumes may be added on the 
children’s bookshelves and that some portion of your 
new school budget may be set aside to purchase reading 
books for the school itself. 

I wish to personally thank the members of the 
Superintending School Committee for their fine co- 
operation this past year and to extend, also, my sincere 
thanks to all who have in any measure contributed to 
the success of this past school year.

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COMMENTS 


MONHEGAN PLANTATION 


February 6, 1956 To February 5, 1957 


An audit of the financial records maintained by 
various officers of Monhegan Plantation has been com- 
pleted for the fiscal year ended February 5, 1957. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following 
text, exhibits and schedules. : 


In accordance with a vote at the annual town meet- 
ing, appropriation account balances were carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year. However, in the absence of 
any vote regarding supplemental taxes and abatements 
these accounts were lapsed to surplus. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $4,450.76 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the First National Bank, Dama- 
riscotta, Maine. 


Taxes receivable totaling $34.90 were in agreement 
with the records. 


The 1956 tax levy was determined to be $200.00 less 
than the total requirements for operations. This amount 
has been set up as an assessment deficiency pending 
disposition by the townspeople. 
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RESERVE AND SURPLUS 


The appropriation accounts reflect a net unexpend- 
ed balance of $3,466.78 at the close of the year. This 
amount represents various operating account balances 
and overdrafts which are carried forward to the en- 
suing year in accordance with a vote of the townspeople. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $1,218.88 
at the year end, a decrease of $10.80 for the year. The 
change was occasioned by the excess of expenditures 
over available funds. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


The review of departmental operating accounts 
revealed a decrease of $1,863.76, in funds raised by 
taxation, as compared with the preceding year. The 
decrease was reflected principally in the highway, 
health and unclassified accounts. 

The departmental balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year decreased by $967.43 as compared with 
balances at the start of the year. The decrease was 
reflected principally in the health and highway ac- 
counts. 


GENERAL 


The examination of the records of plantation clerk, 
as pertained to financial operations, revealed that au- 
thority was granted to use excise tax revenue for 
wharf account expenditures. Transfers between various 
operating accounts were also authorized. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions 
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The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. 


An analysis was made of the treasurer’s receipts 
and deposits as well as expenditures and bank charges. 
Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were examined 
for a selected period. Excise tax collections were veri- 
fied with the copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of 
the municipality were reviewed to determine that re- 
lated financial transactions had been properly admin- 
istered. Bond coverage was examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Plantation. 
Audit procedures were followed to the extent deemed 
necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed, subject to the foregoing comments, 
the accompanying statement of financial condition and 
supporting information present fairly the financial posi- 
tion of the plantation at February 5, 1957, and the re- 
sults of its operations for the year then ended.

MONHEGAN PLANTATION 
February 6, 1957 To February 5, 1958 


An audit of the financial records maintained by 
various officers of Monhegan Plantation has been com- 
pleted for the fiscal year ended February 5, 1958. 


The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions and an analysis of available funds and expendi- 
tures. The results are incorporated in the following text, 
exhibits and schedules. 


In accordance with a vote of the townspeople un- 
expended appropriation account balances were carried 
forward to the ensuing year. However, in the absence 
of a vote regarding supplemental taxes, abatements and 
the overlay, these accounts were lapsed to surplus. 


ASSETS The cash balance of $4,243.35 was recon- 
ciled with a statement furnished by the First National 
Bank, Damariscotta, Maine. 


The accounts receivable of $52.50 represented an in- 
terest payment by the town on the water company loan. 


Taxes receivable of $127.00 consisted of unpaid 1957 
accounts. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS The plan- 
tation indebtedness of $11,200.00 represents the balance 
due on note obligations to finance advances made to 
the Monhegan Water Company. 


Current year note transactions included a payment 
of $1,500.00 by the plantation on the $5,000.00 note of 
1956, for which a reserve has been established, and the 
issuance of a new note for $7,700.00. It was noted that 
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the proceeds from the new loan was not recorded on the 
plantation treasurer’s records. 


The appropriation accounts refiect a net unex- 
pended balance of $3,404.21. This amount represents 
various operating account balances and an overdraft 
that are carried forward to the ensuing year in accor- 
dance with legal requirements and/or customary prac- 
tice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $1,218.64 
at the close of the year. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS The departmen- 
tal operating accounts showed an increase of $6,372.25 
in funds raised by taxation as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. Larger appropriations for debt retirement, 
cemeteries and unclassified accounts were the major 
factors contributing to the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year decreased by $62.57 as compared with 
balances at the start of the year. The change occurred 
principally in the highway and cemetery accounts al- 
though increases in the health and sanitation, and educa- 
tion accounts were of significance. 


GENERAL The authority to issue notes to finance 
the completion of the Long Swamp Water Project was 
granted at a special plantation meeting held on Oct. 17, 
1957. The use of excise tax revenue for tax discounts 
was authorized at the annual meeting. 


Appropriations should be limited to plantation meet- 
ing warrant specifications. 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
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The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. 


External verifications were utilized, on a basis, to 
determine the accuracy of recorded assets and liabili- 
ties. 


An analysis was made of the receipts and deposits 
as well as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouch- 
ers, payrolls and cancelled checks were examined for a 
selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with copies of 
the receipts retained by the collector. 


Various laws pertaining to the financial operations 
of the plantation were reviewed to determine that re- 
lated financial transactions had been properly admin- 
istered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the plantation. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed nec- 
essary to develop these statements.

To see if the Plantation will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 more or less for 
Plantation Expenses, including Officers’ salaries and ad- 
ministrative expenses. . 
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Art. 6. To see if the Plantation will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $25.00 more or less for 
medical examination of the pupils of the Monhegan 
School. 


Art. 7. To see whether or not the Plantation will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 to be 
paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau to be ex- 
pended and used for advertising the natural resources, 
advantages and attractions of the State of Maine in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 91, Section 108, 
of the Revised Statutes of 1954. 


Art. 8. To see what action the Plantation will take 
in regard to the collecting and disposal of garbage. 


Art. 9. To see if the Plantation will vote to allow 
3% discount on taxes if paid before July Ist. 


Art. 10 To see what action the Plantation will take 
in regard to the use of Excise Tax. 


Art. 11. To see if the Plantation will vote to give 
the Assessors authority to hire money in anticipation 
of taxes,, should it be necessary. 


Art. 12. To see what action the Plantation will take 
in regard to School House repairs. 


Art. 13. To see if the Plantation will vote to have 
all unexpended balances brought forward in their re 
spective departments unless otherwise specified. 


Art. 14. To see what action the Plantation wiil take 
in regard to Cemetery repairs. 
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Art. 15. To see what action the Plantation wiil take 
in regard to the Fire Department. 


Art. 16. To see what action the Plantation will take 
in regard to raising and appropriating money for the 
Plantation wharf. 


Art. 17. To see what sum, if any, the Plantation 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repairing roads 
and bridges and snow removal, including tools, for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 18. To see if the Plantation will vote to make 
it compulsory to have all dogs leased at all times, ex- 
cept when on dog owner’s property. To be enforced by 
a Constable. 


Art. 19. To see if the Plantation will vote to haul 
ten loads of rock for use in road to Hekking cottage. 


Art. 20. To see what sum the Plantation will raise 
and appropriate for life rings to be placed at Lobster 
Cove and Burnt Head.
